They used flint-tipped arrows, 
and they never wasted one. An expert 
could hit a wasp at a hundred yards, the 
archer on a running pony and the wasp 
fiying.”’ 


Ten Feet Too 
Far for Them. 


Great murmurs of admiration made the 
audience a sort of humming choir. 

The big target was dragged across the 
field and set up within @ stone’s throw 
of the terrace.

Y Seaatine never for a moment entertained 
the idea of allowing Hearst to get the 
state, but he found, as soon as he had com- 
pieted the alliante and held the caucuses, 
that Hearst put an entirely different con- 
gtruction on the combination and claimed 
everything in sight. 

The Illinois convention will be held in 
Springfield on June 14. There will be 1965 
delegates. Of these Harrison will control

kins alone.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—A plan has been 
developed by Republican leaders to cir- 
cummvvent President Roosevelt in his de- 
termination to make Secretary Cortelyou 
chairman’ of the national committee to 
manage the approaching campaign. The 
plan is to have the committee select its own 
chairman, ignoring the President's wishes. 
The leaders urge that the success of the 
party at the polls is superior to the per- 
sonal preferences of Mr. Roosevelt. They 
declare his individual opinion should not 
be permitted to invite disaster. 

Behind the movement, as leaders, are 
Senators Hale, Spooner, Penrose, Adlison 
and Aldrich. It is said the scheme has de- 
veloped sufficientiy to make its promoters 
sanguine of success. 

No one has attempted to deny that the 
selection of Mr. Cortelyou is unsatisfactory 
to the majority of Repbulican congressional 
leaders. Several of them made Known their 
objections to the President and were curt- 
ly informed that the matter was settled. 

The objection to Cortelyou among the 
politicians is that he has had no practical 
experience as a campaign manager and 
could not obtain from the money interests 
the funds necessary to a successful cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Roosevelt himself does not believe 
any great amount of money will be needed, 
and he thinks Cortelyou's executive ability, 
actvity and resourcefulness will make up

AS INVENTORS.

In 18397 a carpenter of Sandwich, Mass., 
wanting @ plece of glass of a particular 
size and shape, conceived the idea that 
the molten metal could be pressed into any 
form, much the same ag lead might be 
writes William R. Stewart in the Cosmo- 
politan. Up to that time all glassware had 
been blown, either off-hand or in a mould, 
and@ considerable skill was required and the 
process was slow. The glass manufacturers 
laughed at the carpenter, but he went 
ahead and built a press, and now the 
United States is the greatest pressed-glass- 
ware country in the world. 

In 1890 a novice in the plate-glags indus- 
try, Henry Fieckner of Pittsburg, whose 
only knowledge of glass had been acquired 
in a window-glass factory, invented an an- 
nealing “‘Iehr,” the most important single 
improvement ever {introduced tn plate-glass 
manufacture. In three hours by the lehr 
the same work is done which under the old 
kiln system réquired three days. In four 
years the importationg of foreign crown 
and plate glass into the United States fell 
in value from $2,000,000 to $200, 000, 

About the same year Philip Argobast of 
Pittsburg, also a novice in glase-making, 
invented a. process by which bottles and 
jars may be made entirely by machinery, 
the costly blow-over process being avoided 


one-half. The result has been that more 
bottles and jars are used in a month now 
than in twelve months ten years ago.
